•  Baccalaureate  Transfer 
Degrees:  The  Associate  in  Arts 
(AA),  Associate  in  Science 
(AS),  and  Associate  in 
Engineering  Science  (AES) 
degrees  comprise  the  first  two 
years  of  study  leading  to  a  bac¬ 
calaureate  degree.  The  credits 
earned  transfer  to  both  public 
and  private  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities.  The  AA  degree  focuses  on 
social  sciences  and  humanities 
fields,  while  the  AS  degree 
emphasizes  the  sciences  and 
technical  fields.  The  AES  degree 
is  designed  specifically  for  engi¬ 
neering  majors. 

•  General  Associate  Degree:  is  a 
two-year  program  designed  for 
students  interested  in  a  cus¬ 
tomized  degree,  designed  with 
assistance  of  a  college  advisor  to 
meet  individualized  needs  and 
goals.  Different  titles  are  used 
for  this  degree,  e.g.  Associate  in 
General  Studies  or  Associate  in 
Liberal  Studies. 

•  Adult  Basic  Education  and 
Adult  Secondary  Education:  are 
available  for  people  16  years  and 
older  who  have  less  than  a  high 
school  education  or  function 
below  the  twelfth  grade  level. 
Programs  enable  adults  to 
acquire  the  basic  skills  necessary 
to  function  in  society,  continue 
their  education,  and  become 
more  employable.
